The first album of Lithuanian folk dances was just 
released by the FOLKRAFT studios of Newark, N. J. 
The recording was superviseg by V. F. Beliajus, and 
Frank Kaltman. The Album contains 11 dances, beau- 
tifully played by a five piece orchestra and directed by 
Vladas Markunas, professor of music at Fordham Uni- 
versity. 


The following are the dances: 


KUBILAS—The Tub, a fast circle dance dedicated 
to the harvest. 

MIKITA—The Rod Dance. 

SUSTAS—A Square Dance for Eight (or four) cou- 
ples. 

MALUNAS—The Mill, a dance for eight couples. 

VEDARAS—The Pudding. A circle dance for as 
many couples as want to dance. A good mixer which will 
prove as popular as Kalvelis. 

KALVELIS—The Young Smithy. One of the most 
popular Lithuanian Circle dances. 

ZIOGELIS—The Grasshopper. A dance for two sets 
of trios. 

SUKTINIS—The Twirler, Lithuania’s No. 1 Ball- 
room dance. 

NORIU MIEGO—One of the oldest Lithuanian folk 
dances. 

GREIZ, or, GREIGIUS, could be done as a couple 
dance or a mixer. 

KOJA-KOJA—Your Foot, Your Foot. A ballroom 
dance which is ever fun to do.
